Lutz, an enterprising rural com- 
munity, located a short distance 
north of Tampa, is typical of 
thousands of other farming com- 
munities scattered throughout tie 
nation. 

» It is made up of small farms, 


.§tToves and. country estates, with 


neighbors scattered over a wide 
area. As is the case with most 
rural communities, these neighbors 
are brought together through a 
civic assosiation where affairs and 
problems afe discussed. 

Since the rural home is more or 
less isolated, the ruralist lives in 
constant fear of fire or accident 
Théy have.seen homes destroyed 
and. lives sacrificed that migat 
have been saved if help had been 


-available quickly. 


At a recent meeting of the Lutz 
Civic Association this problem wes 
under discussion. The suggestion 


. Was advanced that the community 


purchase fire fighting equipment 
and organize a voluntary ‘fire de- 
partment. 

A better plan was advanced. by 
Col. W. E. Myers, a retired Army 
officer, who has purchased an at- 
tractive lake ‘front home- in the 
area. Backed by many years of 
practical organization experience, 
he volunteered his services in 
working out an emergency man 
that would link every member, and 
through the use of the telephone 
bring aid quickly anywhere in the 
widely scattered district through 
a system of alerts. å 

This plan has been perfected and 
put in practice and has proven so 
practical and successful that the 
community has patented it and 
copyrighted a published descrip- 
tion of its operation. 

The whole plan hinges on ùn ac- 


. curate, detailed map of the entire 


area, which shows the location of 
each member, -gives the phone 
number and shows the shortest 
route to each home or farm’ by 
road..Key phone numbers include 
nearest fire. station. sheriff's of- 
Tice, hospital mbulances and the 
State Highway Patrol in type 
large enough to be read at a glance 
When hung on the wall. 
Membership. of the associatio1 
is broken down ‘into units of ten. 
Each unit has one General Alert 
member, whose duty is to get the 
members of his unit to the emerg- 
necy location as quickly as pos- 
sible; edch member bringing sucn 
equipment as they have available 
for use in meeting the particular 
emergency that has arisen. In case

of fire they would bring exting- 
uishers, ladders, buckets,’ rope, 
first aid equipment and so on. In 
cases where members do not have 
phones. arrangements are made to 
notify them by messenger. 

Every member of each household 
thoroughly familiarizes himself or 
herself with. the map, (children in- 
cluded). They note carefully the 
location of their home in relatioa 
to that of others in the- district. 
They identify the nearest General 
Alert member and his phone num- 
ber. In case of fire, snake-bite, 
drowning or accident where help is 
needed quickly, they simply phone 
their alert member and he in turn 
contacts as many as necessary by 
either phone or messenger and in 
&— matter of minutes, nearest 
neighbors begin tovarrive; they al- 
ready know what the trouble is 
and they come quipped with 
everything needed to-meet it. Oth - 
ers Call the sheriff, an ambulance 
or the Highway Patrol if the situ- 
ation. demands it. Available cars 
and trucks are known to be at 
certain locations and transporta- 
tion is provided for under the plan. 

Among emergencies that . have 
been handled quickly and with 
amazing efficiency include a heart 
attack of one member; a brush 
fire that would have completeiy 
destroyed a home if aid had -not 
been available promptly, and a 
case of snake-bite that might have 
proven fatal if help could*not have 
been had and transportation to.a 
hospital made available. 

An added advantage of the plan 
is that it has done more than any- 
thing else to revive the old Amer- 
ican spirit of neighborliness and 
understanding. It has served to 
closely knit the entire community 
and developed a civic spirit that 
presents a united front for pro- 
gress and development. 

Unselfishly, Lutz offers to share 
her plan with other rural com- 
munities and offers to provide in- 
formation and details concerning 
it to such rural sections interested 
enough to make inquiry. This in- 
formation by writing Lt. Col.
